set for pastor's stay

REDLANDS—Pastors will 
stay in one parish in this 
diocese for a maximum of 
nine years in the future. This 
is one of the provisions of the 
tenure system adopted by 
the priests’ senate last week 
and approved by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher. 


The tenure proposals, 
which have been discussed 
and examined by priests 
throughout the diocese for 
the past nine months finally 
were accepted officially at 
the senate meeting held at El 
Carmelo Retreat Center here. 


FATHER Phillip Straling, 
senate president, told SC 
that the priests of the diocese 
“*have expressed their desire 
for the plan by ballot.’’ He 
said a majority approved -it. 


“It has two major pur- 
poses, the one to assist the 


growth of the Church and the 
other to help priests,’’ he 
added. 


The plan will go into effect 
on July 1, and will apply to 


all priests under the age of | 


60. Those 60 and over will 
not be moved under the 
conditions of the tenure 
system. 


THE PLAN not only lays 
down maximum terms of 
tenure in any parish for 
associates and pastors, but 
provides a formula by which 
a priest will either remain in 


a parish or be moved. 


A pastor will be appointed 
for a minimum commitment 
of three years to a parish, 
and during the second three- 
year term the burden is on 
the bishop and the personnel 
board to show why he should 
be moved. 


After the sixth year of 


service the priest will have to. 
indicate why he ~should - 


continue on in that assign- 
ment, and may request 
renewal on an annual basis. 


THE MAXIMUM of nine 
years is described by the 
plan as ‘‘an attempt to foster 
the growth of the minister 
and the community 
assure it opportunities for 
fresh leadership.”’ 


Associate pastors will be 
appointed for an_ initial 
period of two years, after 
which the bishop and the 
personnel board will have to 
“show cause’’ why a priest 
should move. The maximum 
for an associate in any one 
parish will be four years 
under normal circumstances. 


After the plan was ap- 
proved by the senate the 
members passed a_ unani- 
mous resolution commend- 
ing the bishop for his action 
in approving it. 

“‘Not many dioceses in the 
United States have such a 
forward looking policy for 
priests and their parishes,”’ 
said Father Straling.

Charges by San Diego 
pro-life groups regarding the 
March of Dimes are des- 
ctibed as ‘‘inaccurate’’ by 
Msgr. James McHugh, di- 
- rector of the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops 
Committee on Population 
and Pro-Life Activities. 

In a statement to the 
Southern Cross the San 
Diego Pro-Life League, the 
Right to Life Council and 
Concerned Citizens for Life 
responded. to the article 
published in SC, March 18, 
which indicated Catholics 
could support the March of 
Dimes in good conscience. 


THE PRO-LIFE groups 
quoted the results of a 
questionnaire ‘‘distributed to 
pro-life groups across the 
country by Dr. 
Willke of Cincinnati.’”’

March of Dimes are inaccur- 
ate. Unfortunately, they are 
based on an informal ques- 
tionnaire circulated by Dr. 
Willke. 

“There are weaknesses in 
the questionnaire, and there 
are also serious limitations 
regarding the use of the 
questionnaire information,”’ 
he said. 


MSGR. McHugh also 
states that inthe past he has 
taken the position ‘‘that the 
March of Dimes, as a 
nonsectarian _ organization, 
must become more sensitive 
to the rights of unborn 
children, and the dangers 


that exist in a permissive 
. abortion atmosphere. There 


is evidence that the March of 
Dimes is pursuing this 
course.’’ 

He states that at a national 
level there is continued 
dialogue to ‘‘generate great- 
er awareness of the prob- 
lems’’ and suggests that if 
specific problems exist at a 
local level, they should be 
resolved at that level. 

The San Diego pro-life 
groups, in their statement, 
claim that ‘‘many articles 
and studies indicate the 
March of Dimes considers 
abortion as a means of 
‘preventing birth defects’ by 
supporting geneticists a- 
round the country who see ° 
abortion as a means of 
cleaning up the genetic 
pool.”’ 


THE ANNUAL report for 
1975 of the March of Dimes, 
however, states that 37 
institutions provided diag- 
nostic amniocentesis under 
grants of the National Foun- . 
dation in 1974. 

“The procedure was per- 
formed on 2,187 women last 
year. In 62 of these cases (2.8 
per cent) the findings were 
positive for the presence of 
suspected birth defects,” 
and 60 patients elected to 
have abortions. 

“Conversely,”’ the report 
adds, ‘‘2,125 of the cases 
(97.2 per cent) were found to 
be negative for the suspected 
birth defect. Thus, more than 
97 per cent of the pregnant 
women could be reassured 
that the suspected birth 
defect was not present.’’ 


The report noted that 
before such procedures were 
used, many of the women, 
“might have opted for abor- 
tions on the basis of statisti- _ 
cal risks alone.’’

God makes babies, too 


Pope Paul referred to his lenten retreat ‘‘as a 
preparation for Easter and a preparation for death, 
which cannot be too far off for us.’’ The recent 
examples of hatred and libel aimed at the Pope 
must make him feel akin to Christ, who also 
suffered the insults of the multitudes. 


The scurrilous charges made by a cheap and 
sensation-seeking journalist about the Pope’s moral 
life are one thing, but that march by aggressive 
women through the streets of Rome supporting 
abortion must have given the Pope particular pain. 
They were so coarse, so vulgar, so anti-God, so 
unwomanly. The signs they carried declared that 
God had no control over their bodies. Maybe 
they’ve forgotten who made them. 


The scandalous falsehoods about the Pope’s past 
were unfortunately brought into prominence by the 
action of the Italian bishops in calling for a day of 
prayer of support for the Pope. Then the Pope 
himself referred to the lies in his Sunday Angelus 
talk. Perhaps it would have been better to ignore 
the calumnies, which only received widespread 
publicity following the action of the bishops and 
Pope Paul. — 


Lonely moral leader 


Then there’s the case of the study of Father . 


Andrew Greeley and his confreres which suggests 
that the papal encyclical Humanae Vitae set the 
progress of the Church back. All the survey 


‘indicated was that many Catholics found 


themselves out of sympathy with the teaching of 
the encyclical. But does this make the Pope’s 
teaching wrong? Of course not. 


One of the problems in the world today is not only 
the lack of moral leadership but the anti-authority 
stance of so many people. And because the Pope 
stands—almost alone—for morality and truth he is

Easter is for grown-ups, not children 


We were talking...about remem- 
bered pain and unforgotten trials and 
the value of recalling to mind the 
times of great crisis in our lives, to see 
them and their implications in new 
perspective. 


Easter is the time for this kind of 
remembering. As we relive the events 
of Jesus’ passion and his triumphant 
victory over death, rejection, humilia- 
tion and suffering, we may draw 
strength to recollect our own past—or 
present—pains and sorrows. 


THROUGH THE liturgy of this 
season, we are witness again, as one 
with the disciples, to the whole 
unfolding of the Passion and the 
Resurrection. ‘‘The things that broke 
the hearts of Jesus’ disciples long 
ago, move ours today,’’ St. Leo the 
Great once preached, ‘‘as we see 
him betrayed, arrested, falsely ac- 
cused, mocked, scourged, condemned 
and crucified.’’ 

In that heartbreak, we are not 
impertinent in remembering our own 
heartbreaks and raising them, too, 
upon the cross of Christ. We celebrate 

Easter in vain, St. Leo went on, 


“‘unless we are convinced that what 
we see hanging on the cross is our 
own human flesh’’...that in this man 
suffering from hunger and weariness, 
sorrowful and moved to tears, we 
recognize our own humanity ‘‘crying 
out for healing and forgiveness. ’’ 


When we take part in the paschal 
mystery, we come to share in the 
passion of Jesus in a very special way 
and to be reminded that his passion 
will continue as long as evil persists in 
the world. It is not morbid, | believe, 
to take care not to forget our own 
anguish and agonies when we 
remember the suffering Christ. 


REMEMBERING, we come to a 
greater unity with him’ and may 
discover new insights, new revela- 
tions that can lace the pain with joy. 
As we look back from a distance, we 
are more able to see things as a whole 
and to discern the resurrection of our 
own spirit. 


Sorrow and. suffering can do 
unexpected things for us—things we 
should never allow ourselves to lose 
sight of. When life is easy and 


smooth, we are often like those fragile 


“ity—a 


insects which skim the surface of 
water with barely a ripple. But when it 
is fraught with difficulty and pain, we 
fall to the depths. 


Then, in a new, more profound 
awareness, we may, if we are willing 
to look and accept and learn, discover 
new visions, new knowledge, new 
perceptions of things hardly hinted 
before. Then, reliving the past can be 
an accounting of insights of great 
beauty, of strengths of remarkable 
refinement, and an enduring convic- 
tion that things are seldom quite what 
they seem to be. 


SO, WHEN WE rejoice in the glory 


of the Risen Christ, we might also 
rejoice in the power and marvel at the 


resilience of the human spirit. We-. 


may glory at the Christ-centered spirit 
that has endured trial and risen above 
the circumstances that afflicted it. 


Easter is not meant to be celebrated 
with a superficial gaiety and frivol- 
“‘Let’s forget about Lent’’ 
attitude. Easter joy best expresses 
itself in a surge of exultation, a 
recognition that good will always 
prevail over evil; that life is not 


destroyed by death; and that God 
keeps his every promise. 


It is a rejoicing in the realization 
that sorrow and suffering do- have a 
place in human development and can 
imbue life with greater meaning; that 
there is a great deal more to life than 
we are able to perceive; that, even 
when all seems lost, God’s transform- 
ing love is still operative, guiding, 
guarding, guaranteeing and glorifying 
our lives forever. 

THE CROSS IS symbolic of our 
human condition—all the weight of 
unlovingness with which’ we burden 
ourselves and others—but > Easter 
proclaims the way it may be 
transcended, and we may claim our 
salvation and union in the Father. 


Christmas is the liturgical season 
for children, but Easter is for adults, 
for people are able to face hard facts 
and unpleasant experience with hope, 
who have learned to bear the 
heartbreak of their own passion, and 
the penetrating joy of resurrection. It 
is the spring after winter, the birth of 
responsibility, the blossoming — of 
promise, the ‘‘growing up’’ of faith.

QUITO, Ecuador—Without education, 
without skills, without hope, the tide of 
humanity that rings many Latin American 
cities with fetid slums presents an 
ever-growing problem. Breaking the poverty 
cycle appears a near-impossible task, but a 
Brooklyn-born Jesuit priest believes he has 
found one answer. 


Father John Halligan, known as the 
‘‘shoeshine priest,’’ is pioneering an 
extraordinary experiment in Quito. He has 


built a center designed to inculcate family 


responsibility into abandoned children 
through a blend of love and discipline. 


FOR 500 YOUNGSTERS, aged from 4 to 
21, Father Halligan provides a home which 
also is a school and a recreation center. 
Shoeshine boys and other street urchins— 
altogether Quito has about 6,000—are lured 
to the center with the offer of free breakfast 
and dinner. To qualify, a boy must have a 
full medical check, attend school and 
arrange a staff visit to his home to give the 
center an idea of his background. 


More importantly, members must have no 
sexual liaisons. ‘‘We don’t want our older 
boys producing more future members while 
they are supposedly in training with us for a 
different kind of life, with a new code of 
responsibilities,’ says Father Halligan. The 
center wants its graduates to be capable of 
supporting a family so they do not slide back 
into the cycle of poverty and abandonment 
from which they came. : 


‘A key factor in that cycle is Ecuador’s 
feudal rural structure which drives landless 
Indian peasants to the cities in search of 
jobs. Slum life quickly destroys the family 
unit. With a dozen or more children to

support, the deserted slum mother sends her 
sons out to work the streets from the age of 
four or five. They bring home 20 to 30 cents a 
day while the mother washes clothes or sells 
produce in the native markets. By the age of 
15, a boy has usually run away with a girl 
only to abandon her after the birth of one or 
two children—Ecuador’s birth rate is 3.4 per 
cent. 


‘I DON’T BLAME the poor from running 
away from responsibility,’ says Father 
Halligan. ‘‘If I were a young man with no 
job, no money and three children in a 
one-room hovel, I would be tempted to 
abandon the mess too. 


What we are teaching these boys is that it 
isn’t necessary to get bogged down in the 
first place. They don’t have to run off with a 
girl to prove that they are somebody, 
because they are already moving up the 
social and economic ladder at the center, 
with an education, a job, a house and money 
in the bank.’’ 


Each boy pays 4 cents for lunch at the 
center, which is deposited in a 12 per cent 
interest savings account for use when he 
leaves. Once he has completed primary 
education, he learns a trade in a modern 
machine shop, for which the U.S. govern- 
ment donated equipment worth $500,000. 
Graduates have no trouble finding work. A 
housing fund helps members and their 
mothers build low-cost homes on land 
donated to the center. Labor is provided by 
the family, aided’in design and construction 
by the center. 


“The whole operation is a genuine 
Christian love affair,’’ says Father Halligan, 
who started the venture in a 350-year-old 
church attic 10 years ago.

Fact or Folklore? 


For centuries Christians 
have believed witnesses 
to fact of Resurrection 


. By Cardinal John Wright 


Faith in the fact that Christ rose from the 
dead with what Origen (circa.175) called ‘‘a 
veritable body’’ has always rested on the 
same evidence as that which compelled the 


belief of Origen. Rejection of that faith in 


Christ’s ‘‘veritablé’’ physical resurrection 
has invariably been for the reasons of 
Celsus, with whom Origen argued. 


So it was in the beginning; so it was in the 
1910 period, the first rash of what we now 
call ‘‘modernism.”’ So it is today, whatever 
the rhetoric, show of erudition or veneer of 
sophistication. 5 


NO ONE IN these last 19 centuries 
witnessed the empty tomb, the Risen Christ 
or the enthusiasm of the Christian flock 
caused by (not the cause of) their joy that 
Christ had truly risen, even as He promised 
He would: Only a relative few witnessed 
these realities, though more than witnessed 
the events at, say, Washington’s crossing of 
the Delaware, monumentalized dramatically 
but enormously less directive of history. The 
rest of us have taken the word of those who 
were present for both events, as for 
thousands of others. 


By the same token, the rationalizations 
undermining faith in the Resurrection are 
precisely those of Celsus in the second 
century and the responsible political forces 
in Jerusalem in the first. True, shortly 
before the age of ‘‘modernism’”’ outside the 
Church and among the ‘‘modernists’’ inside 
the Church (1910 and 1975) there flourished 
new and more poetic discountings of the fact 
of the Resurrection. 


Easter became associated with the 
inevitable resurgence of hope and enthusi- 
asm in the springtime with the return of the 
flowers, the warm weather and the rites ot 
spring. But authentic Christians 
continued to believe in the fact of the 
“‘veritable’’ resurrection even if they never 
saw pussy-willows or experienced spring, 
whether they lived in the tropics or the 
Antarctic. 


FOR THEM, the flowers that bloom in the 
springtime, like the Easter eggs and 
bunnies, however‘folkloristic, had nothing to 
do with the case. Like Origen in the: second 
century, like St. Paul in the first, Christians 
for centuries, with the grace of God, have 
believed credible witnesses, as others 
believe, though more critically, one hopes, 
what they read in newspapers. 


St. Paul never saw the physical person of 
Jesus, either before the crucifixion or before 
the Ascension. His faith in the fact of the 
Risen Christ is precisely like ours and so we 
choose him as our source and our. model in 
belief. He speaks for the Church. 


Our faith in the Resurrection and our 
consequent Easter joy is in the pattern of St. 
Paul, rather than that of Mary Magdalen, 
the Apostles or the more than S00 who, 
especially St. Thomas, an honest rationalist 
who, confronted by evidence, cried out “My 
Lord and my God.’’ 


IN ANY consideration of an article of faith, 
we are concerned not so much with 
theological opinion or exegetical theory as 
with the answer of the Church to the 
catechetical question: What does the Church 
propose for our belief on this point? In the 
case of the fact of the Resurrection of Christ, 
the answer is clear-and constant: He is truly 
risen, even as He said. Nothing is more clear 
in the New Testament; the. witness of the 
Church has been unbroken and uncompro- 
mising across the centuries, 


We have said that, not being ourselves 


" eye-witnesses,; our faith is in the pattern of 


St. Paul. Of all the catechisms of the faith 
one of the oldest is St. Paul’s letter to the 
Corinthians. It is a record of the Church's 
belief from the beginning in the literal 
Resurrection of Christ. : 


- Paul was writing to the Greeks of 


have - 


Corinth—a people not disposed, given their 
philosophical background, to accept the idea 
of a resurrection from the dead. And yet, 
undaunted: by their preconceptions, Paul 
teaches the Corinthians the faith he himself 
had been taught. 


AS EARLY AS that first generation of 
believers, Paul is teaching the Resurrection 
as part of the essential Gospel message: ‘‘I 
taught you what I have been taught myself, 


namely that Christ died for our sins, in 


accordance with the Scriptures; that He was 


‘ buried and that He was raised to life on the 


third day, in accordance with the Scrip- 
tures’ I Corinthians 15:3-4. 


The central dogma of Christian catechetics 
from the days of the Apostles who looked 
upon the face of the Lord is that Jesus rose 
from the dead. As we have noted, the 
Christian teaching most ‘‘explained away,”’ 
together with His Divinity, is that of Christ’s 
Resurrection. St. Matthew’s Gospel records 
the first such effort. Faced with the fact of an 
empty tomb, the enemies of Christ contrived 
this explanation: ‘‘His disciples came during 
the night and stole him away while we were 
asleep’’ Matthew 28:13. 


Side by side with literal acceptance of the 
Resurrection since the first Easter, stand 
attempts to “‘explain away’’ the Scripture 
narrative. The approaches vary. They range 
from radical views which reduce the 
Resurrection to the result of subjective 
visions in the excited or disillusioned minds 
of the emotionally frustrated disciples, to the 
milder current discussions concerning the 
nature of an ‘‘historical event’? when faith is 
involved. 


St. Paul, confronted with these views— 
ever ancient, ever new, like the faith 
itseli—appealed promptly to the testimony 
which he had received from his predeces- 
sors. He calls upon these to be his witnesses 
and to verify the truth of what he teaches. 


‘“HE [CHRIST] appeared first to Cephas 
and secondly to the Twelve. Next He 
appeared to more than five hundred of the 
brothers at the same time, most of whom are 
still alive, though some have died; then He 
appeared to James and then to all the 


_ Apostles; and last of all He appeared to me, 


too; it was as though I was born when no one 


. expected it’’ 1 Corinthians 15:5-8. 
St. Paul clearly understood that the . 


Person to Whom the Church prays and in 
Whom Christians believe is Christ the Lord, 
enthroned in Great power and majesty, but 
Paul well knew that his Lord is the same 
Jesus of Nazareth Who was crucified and 
then rose from the dead in a manner that 
compelled faith and convinced eyewitnesses. 


The early followers of Jesus proclaimed 
Him Lord even as do we: It is precisely 
because of the Resurrection that they did so, 
as it is because of the resurrection that we do 
so. We cannot make a distinction between 
the Lord who is God and Jesus who is Man. 


THE FAITH of the Apostles, as ours, says 
that Jesus, the Carpenter, is Christ the 
Risen Lord. He went into the kingdom of 
death and emerged again the same Person, 
not a phantasm, not a being so transformed 
but what He is still identical with the Jew 
whose accents Magdalen knew, still 
recognized by gestures familiar to His 
friends, as, for example, in the breaking of 
bread (cf. Luke 24:35). He is God’s Son with 
new clarity, but still Mary’s flesh with new 
claims on our profession of faith that He is, 
again in St. Thomas’ phrase, ‘‘my Lord and 
my God.”’ = 


“Ihave seen the Lord.’’ Mary Magdalen, 
in the garden of the empty tomb, saw the 
Lord and so testified to the Apostles and to 
the early Church; through them she testifies 
to all subsequent Christians. Those five 
words, the original good news, contain the 
essential message of Christianity. It is this 


_ message that forms and must always mould 


Catholic catechetics. 


The Bible: New Testament

It is the source of all human development, 
personal salvation from evil and eventual 
release from the woes that follow from sin. 
This has been the belief of Christians since 
the garden of Easter, since Emmaus, since 
the Cenacle, since Pentecost—and all 
because of things seen, heard, touched, 
known with regard to Jesus Christ, Whose 
Risen Life they proclaimed with the same 
fervor and conviction as they proclaimed His 
death. It was not an abstraction that died on 


the cross. Nor was it a ghost that rose from : 


the dead. 


A SPECIAL and frightening solemnity was 
attached to the truth of this basic fact by 


Paul: ‘‘If there is no resurrection of the 


dead, Christ himself cannot have been 
raised, and if Christ has not been raised then 
our preaching is useless and your believing 
it is useless’ 1 Corinthians 15:14. Nothing 
could be more candid, more clear, more 
cogent, more final. 


For us the Resurrection is, then, not 
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simply one among many articles of faith; it is 
the heart of the matter, the beginning of the 
Christian experience, the cornerstone of the 
Christian creed, the central premise of 
Christian code and cult. We believe it on the 
witness of others, as men do all things that 
they believe. 


But for those chosen in God’s Providence 


-.to be the witnesses whom we believe, the 


Resurrection was an objective experience. 
They not only believed, they saw the Risen 
Lord. Their testimony was to a fact, a fact 
that gives origin, purpose and substance to 
everything we mean by Christianity and (is 
the neglect of this the explanation of our sick 
society?) to civilization itself. 


AND SO, despite our sick society, a Happy 
Easter to all those who know the grace that is 
the secret of Hope and Faith. A Happy 
Easter also, and fervently, to those who have 
almost settled for the sickness rather than 
seek the grace to acknowledge their Risen 
Lord and God!

What right do we have to say that Jesus 
satisfies the hungers of the human family? 


Jesus lived almost 2,000 years ago—and 
there are still millions of persons who are 
starving.for food and for faith, for the 
protection of law and for the comfort of love, 
for the security of truth and the tranquility of 
peace. If Jesus satisfies such hungers, why 
have all of the hungry not been satisfied? 


THE QUESTION is legitimate—and the 
answer is quite personal. 


While Jesus said, ‘‘Come to me, all you 
who labor and are burdened, and I will 
refresh you,’’ there are: 


—some who have not heard the invitation; 


—some who have not heeded the 
invitation; 

—some who have looked upon the faces of 
Christ’s followers and have not found Him 


reflected there; 


—some who have followed Christ but who 
have been betrayed—or exploited—or 
manipulated by those who have called 
themselves Christians; 


—some who have heard and heeded the 
invitation of Jesus Whom they have later 
betrayed because of selfishness and sin; 


—many who have found that Jesus truly 
does satisfy the hungers of the human 
farnily. 


THOSE WHO have found in Jesus the 
Way, the Truth and the Life and who have 


feasted at the table of the Lord on Jesus, the 
Bread of Life, have also found: 


—that the hunger for food is more likely to 
be relieved by those who see themselves as 
stewards and not as masters of God’s 
creation and who realize that they must use 
their time and talent to multiply bread for 
the multitude which hungers; 


—that the hunger for justice is more likely 
to be satisfied by those who have the 
sensitivity of Jesus for the widow and the 
orphan, for the poor and the outcaste, for the 
sick and the afflicted; 


—that the hunger for truth is more likely 
to be alleviated by those whose vision of time 
is illuminated by eternity and whose 
conception of paradise is not the unlimited 
possession of material things but an 
unending union of spiritual bliss; 


—that the hunger for peace is more likely 
to be met by those who have found its 
meaning not as the order of oppression but 
as the work of justice; z : 


—that the hunger for love is more likely to 
be satisfied by those who have found in 
Jesus the perfect model of self-sacrificial 


_ love and who have found in the Eucharist the 


continuing gift of the human family. 


We have every right to say it—for it is in 
Jesus that we see the truth, it is by Jesus we 
find the way and it is through Jesus we have 
life as we are nourished on our pilgrimage on 
earth with the Bread of Heaven. It is through 
transformation in Christ through the 
Eucharist that we can effectively minister to 
the hungers of a starving world. 


~ Every Day is Easter Morning 


We have been saved 
by the miracle of 
dying and rising

By rising from the dead, Jesus Christ has 
made every day an Easter for those who 
believe in Him. Even Good Friday looks 
forward to Easter. This looking forward to 
Easter was not very clear on the first Good 
Friday because Jesus had not yet risen from 
the dead. But when we commemorate Good 
Friday now, it is the first day of the 
three-day celebration which ends with 
Easter. 


Good Friday is not a day that stands alone 
casting a dark shadow into tomorrow. The 
germ of Easter is already sprouting like a 
seed in the ground, just like Jesus had said: 
“If the seed falls into the ground and dies, it 
will bear fruit...If you lose your life you will 
find it...Die and you shall live.”’ 


PROTESTANT CHURCHES have their 
crosses and some at least explain that Jesus 


is not on them because he is risen. It makes. 


some sense, explaining it that way. Also, 
there are some crucifixes now that have the 
figure of Jesus on them, not nailed but in the 
triumphant gesture of the resurrection. 
Again there is something to say ~for 
symbolizing the death and resurrection of 
Jesus that way. 


The fact is: We have been saved by the 
miracle and mystery of the dying and rising 
of Jesus Christ and he who thinks of only 
one of these at a time is thinking only half of 
the mystery and the miracle. The two cannot 
be separated anymore. That is why the 
Christian has a right to be, at all times, a 
man or woman of joy. 


Joy does not mean either laughing or 
crying; it exists in the presence of either 
smiles or tears. It is the peace of knowing 
that ‘‘For those who love God all things work 


- out for the good,”’ and Jesus is the proof of 


it. 


MANY THINGS around us remind us, or 
can remind us, of Easter. We are probably 
meant to think in terms of Easter every day. 
Our every prayer should have in it an 
element of Easter joy: God is in his heaven 
and Jesus Christ is risen from the dead and 
that is why all is right with the world. So one 
way of having Easter every day is praying 
every day. Mass of course is a celebration of 
the Easter mystery. That is why it is such a 
wonderful thing to go to Mass every day—or 


at least every Sunday. It makes Easter alive 
in our lives. : 


Have you ever thought of every day and 
night being like an Easter? The sun sets in 
all its beauty and so comes the night. Or it 
sets in a less beautiful way on a cloudy day 
and it is dark. (One day long ago the sun set 
on Calvary and it was a deep dark ‘night.) 


Then comes the morning once again and 
the sun rises (as Jesus rose on Easter 
morning) and it is a brand new day. Easter 
has made a brand new day of every day and 
the sun’s rising reminds us, or can remind 
us, that every dawn is an Easter dawn. Lift 
up your head, O Christian, for your salvation 
is as near as every night and morning. 


DO YOU LIVE close to the land? Do you 


garden? Have you ever put a seed into the — 


ground? Very few of us haven’t. Maybe we 
didn’t think much of the hope and 
expectation we entertained while doing it. It 
is an act of faith in the seed’s power of 
resurrection from the dead—all the more 
eventful because Jesus made us of the 
seed’s dying and rising to explain Himself to 
us. , 


Myself, I love life close to the land and one 
of my joys in life is planting a field of wheat 
and then watching it, a miracle each time, 
sprout up out of the ground into a mass of 
green. Who would have thought that the dry 
seed slipping through my fingers could 
really do a thing like that? And if that 
already weren’t enough, comes the cold and 
the winter and the snows. The green field 
lies there frozen and buried. Then once 
again the resurrection in spring. 


It was in my mind when I began writing 


this article on Easter to quote something I. 


wrote at an earlier time, I was writing about 
my father who, like Christ, diéd when he was 
young and strong, in the spring: 


‘SPRING IS CHRIST making everything 
green. Spring is Christ going down into the 
tomb and pushing life out of the earth. 
Spring is the power of Christ let loose in the 
world. Christ is a tall tale of love let loose 
upon the earth in spring...One day the earth 
was dark with the last of dead winter, and 
rain fell on the tomb. The next day the 
Easter Christ is making everything green. 
I’ve seen it myself. The grass in the spring 
and the bursting forth out of the earth is one 
great green Alleluia.’’—(There Is A Season, 
p. 25)

More than once Betty ventilated to me in no 
uncertain terms these hostile feelings about 
innovations such as lay ministers of 
Communion and nuns without habits or the 
disappearance of traditional devotions and 
proper respect or the failure of modern 
priests to give the sick suitable attention. 


BUT THIS strong willed 54-year-old wife 
and mother would at the end of a tirade then 
smile impishly or sheepishly and remark: 
‘Well, the old grouch is at it again.”’ 


About three years ago Elizabeth Ann’s 
world, and the world of her husband and 
three teenage children turned upside down. 


@® After weeks of persistent, but inexplicable 
pain, she went to a specialist in Syracuse for 


extensive tests and a diagnosis. 


The verdict was one word—a term with 
fatal connotations which every American 
dreads to hear. 


DURING THE months which_ followed 
there were the typical developments: various 
drugs and therapy treatments, confinement 
at home and periods of hospitalization, 
prayer and worry, discomfort and discour- 
agement. 


At one point, early in the illness, I asked if 
she would like to be anointed. There was no 
response, only a grey look, downcast eyes 
and tightened lips. However, six months 
later she consented to the ritual and in fact 
received this healing sacrament several 
times before her death in January of our 
Bicentennial year. 


oy While.a relatively imminent final passage 
‘© ”from this life to a heavenly home was really. 


anticipated from the day her diagnosis 
became known, the last hours came.upon the 
family in sudden fashion. A massive internal 


hemorrhage sent Betty by ambulance to 
Upstate. Hospital’s emergency room one 
winter afternoon. 


ELIZABETH ANN’S husband, Walt, was 
there; so, too, were her son, two daughters, 
parish priest and three friends. The nurses 
kept close watch and one supported Betty’s 
back lovingly for two straight hours. 


Every 10 or 15 minutes the priest bent 
over and whispered short biblical prayers 
into her ear. ‘‘Jesus, thy will be done. 
Mother Seton, pray for me. Into your hands, 
O Lord, I commend my spirit. My Lord and 
my God. We shall know him as he really is.’’ 


The children held her hands, Walt stroked 
her.forehead. Every now and then Betty 
opened her eyes or spoke a few words, 
playing the grouch role even at that point of 
life. The last gesture she made was a sign of 
the cross. 


THERE WERE abundant tears at Betty’s 
funeral, but rich support from the Church’s 
liturgy. Several priests concelebrated the 
Mass, high school classmates proclaimed 
the readings, a Christian brother who taught 
Walt led the congregation in a prayer of the 
faithful, the music spoke movingly of the 
Resurrection. ; 


The entire family brought gifts forward at 
presentation time: bread, wine and symbols 
of Betty’s: life—her wedding band, her 
mother’s ring with the children’s birthstones 
on it, a golden rosary and a relic of Mother 
Seton. 


St. Elizabeth Ann Seton had a message for 
the Schermerhorn family. It was the same 
one she gave to her own spiritual children 
when the first American saint approached 
death. 


IN A WAY she and Betty offered the three 
motherless youngsters this charge: “‘Be 
children of the Church.”’ 


To the empty, stunned, mourning 
husband, they both urged him to pray: 
‘*May the most just, the most high, and the 
most amiable will of God be accomplished 
forever.”’ ; :

After the sabbath, as the first day of the week was dawning, Mary 
Magdalene came with the other Mary to inspect the tomb. Suddenly there 
was a mighty earthquake, as the angel of the Lord descended from 


heaven. 


In appearance he 
resembled a flask of lightning and his garments were dazzling as snow. 
The guards grew paralyzed with fear and fell down like dead men.

The Meaning of the Resurrection 


The fact that Christ 
rose from the dead 
is central to faith

The Resurrection is the cornerstone of our 
belief as Christians. St. Paul puts it this way: 
“If Christ has not been raised, our preaching 
is void of content and your faith is empty 
too,’’ (1 Corinthians 15, 14) 


Why does the fact that Christ rose from 
the dead occupy this central position in our 
faith? A number of different considerations 
have a bearing on this question. 


ONE IS that the Resurrection was also 
central to the belief of the early Christian 
community in the time of the apostles. St. 
Paul’s words make this abundantly clear. If, 
therefore, the Resurrection were not a fact, 
that would call into question the value of the 
other elements of belief held by the early 
Christians—elements which we hold to have 
been transmitted in their integrity, under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit, from 
apostolic times to the present day. 


This is a very important consideration, but 
it is also a somewhat dry and abstract one. 
The Resurrection plays a far more dynamic 
role in Christian life than simply legitimizing 
the elements of Christian belief. 

The Resurrection is also the ultimate 
testimony to who Jesus is. If death in fact 
had overcome Christ, as it does ordinary 


-human beings, we might conclude that 


Jesus—while certainly a very remarkable 
man, a great teacher and inspiring 
leader—was in the end no more than that: a 
man. 


IN EMERGING from the tomb triumphant 
over death, however, Jesus testified that He 
is not simply a human being—He is also the 
Son of God and God Himself. While Christ’s 
miracles served many purposes, one of these 
purposes was to point to the fact of His 
divinity. The Resurrection is the greatest 
miracle of all, the one that marks out most 
dramatically the fact that Jesus Christ was 
man and God. 


The Resurrection also has a_ direct, 


.immediate -bearing on our destiny, for it 


testifies to the reality of our redemption. It is 
true that. Christ’s freely accepted death on 
the cross was His central redeeming act. But 
the Church has always associated the 


Resurrection with the Crucifixion, maintain- . 


ing that the two are indissolubly linked. 


The Resurrection points clearly to our 
redemption because it tells us that Christ 
has truly overcome death—not only for 
Himself but also for us. Death was perhaps 
the most obvious punishment for original 
sin, humanity’s primal transgression. But, 
through the merit of Christ’s death, we are 
redeemed from sin, and in the Resurrection 
we are assured that death in fact does not 
speak the last word either for Christ or for 
us. 


ALTHOUGH THE Resurrection is central 
to our belief as Christians, it is possible that 
its relevance is not immediately apparent to 
many people today. In fact, a kind of popular 
demythologizing—the explaining-away of 
rationalistic grounds of events in the life of 
Christ—is commonplace today. It is fair to 
suppose that a good number of well meaning 
people more or less tacitly place the 
Resurrection in the category of a pious myth. 


But, for the reasons noted, to make a myth 
of the Resurrection is to make nonsense of 
Christianity. The late novelist Flannery 
O’Connor: once said of the Blessed 
Sacrament—in whose reality as the Body 
and Biood of Christ she firmly believed— 
that if it was only a symbol, she wanted 
nothing to do with it. This was in the same 
spirit as St. Paul’s words about the 
Resurrection: it is a fact or it is nothing—and 
our faith as Christians is nothing either. 


Why therefore believe in the Resurrec- 
tion? Ultimately of course our belief is rooted 
in the gift of faith. But we also have good 
rational grounds for accepting the Resurrec- 
tion as historical fact. Many of the early 
Christians—people in the best position to 
know the truth because they were 
contemporaries of the event—gave their 
lives in support of the proposition that the 
Resurrection really happened. It is hard to 
imagine persons contemporary with the 
events suffering martyrdom for the sake of 
what many at least would certainly have 
known to be a pious myth. i 


IN OFFERING the guarantee that death is 
not the final reality, the Resurrection does 
soniething of enormous importance for us. 
With good reason we fear death. But we 
know now that life does not culminate in 
death—it culminates in more life, a new life 
immeasurably better than anything we now 
experience or can even imagine. And this is 
not to be life as disembodied spirits but life 
in the body. 


To some of course this is ‘“‘pie in the sky’’ 


talk—even dangerous talk because, accord- 
ing to their point of view, it tends to distract 
people from the duties and challenges of the 
present life. There is, however, simply no 
contradiction between belief that we will rise 
from the dead and live eternally, and efforts 
to work for the realization of God’s kingdom 
here and now. 


In doing so, we also know that God’s 
kingdom will not be fully realized here and 
now. The Resurrection is a guarantee that 
eventually the kingdom of God will reign in 
its fullness among us. But meanwhile we 
wait and hope, work and pray, in the 
confident’ expectation that what God has 


done in and for Jesus, our risen Saviour, He 


will do also in and for us.

La Resurreccion: hecho or folklor?

La fe-en el hecho que Cristo resucito de 
entre los muertos con lo que Origenes (hacia 
el ano 175) llamo “‘un cuerpo verdadero” 
siempre ha descansado en la misma 
evidencia que preciso la creencia de 
Origenes. El rechazo de esa fe en la 
“‘verdadera’’ resurreccion fisica de Cristo ha 
sido invariablemente por las razones de 
Celso, con quien discutio Origenes. 

Asi fue en el principio; y asi fue en el 
periodo de 1910, la primera erupcion de lo 
que ahora Ilamamos ‘‘modernismo.’’ Asi es 
ahora, cualquiera que sea la retorica, 
demostracion de erudicion, o apariencia o 
sofisticacion. i 


NADIE EN estos ultimos 19 siglos fue 
testigo de la tumba vacia, el Cristo 
Resucitado o del entusiasmo de un rebano 
Cristiano causado por (no la causa de) su 
jubilo de que Cristo habia realmente 
resucitado, asi como El prometio que lo 
haria. 

Solo relativamente pocos fueron testigos 
de estas realidades, aunque muchos fueron 
mucho mas que testigos en eventos, 
digamos, en el cruce de Washington del 
Delaware, monumentalizado dramaticamen- 
te pero enormemente menos directivo de la 
historia. El resto de nosotros hemos tomado 
la palabra de aquellos que estuvieron 
presentes para ambos eventos, como para 
miles otros.

BIRDS BLASTING sky and trees and meadows with a 
joyous cacophony of frenzied chirping verging on the 
hysterical. Seeds apparently lifeless and fallow exploding into 
time-lapse throbs of sprouting life—typifying the cycle of 
birth, growth, decay, death and birth again. 

Who can adequately transcribe the seething kaleidoscopic

AND THOUGH SUCH efforts are not to be scoffed at, the 
woeful inadequacy of human expression falls far short of the 
truth and the beauty, the splendor and the majesty, the glory 
Leo — and the pageantry that is spring. 


San Religion too, throughout human existence, has celebrated 
m la the rites of spring. The Egyptians of old had their Renpet. 
stra The Greeks their Horae. The Romans their Flora—goddesses 
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The hope of resurrection 


all, symbolizing the fertility of life, its resurgence at 
springtime. 

The Jews had their paschal lamb: the rite of spring that is 
the exodus—rejoicing in the conviction that the temporary 
setback of years of bondage in subjection and entombment in 
slavery have finally given way to the escape from death, to the 
call to renewal of the cycle of life back in the promised land. 


CHRISTIANITY TOO, is not to be outdone in all this 
celebration. The sombre, penitential practices of Lent prepare 
the way for the solemn celebration of the passion and death of 
the Lord that recalls the inescapable human condition of 
suffering and death from which even he was not spared. 


But in this context, suffering and death are nothing else but 
the harbingers of greater things to come—the Ultimate 
Event, The Unsurpassable Climax, the Resurrection from the 
Dead. 


This triumph of Christ over suffering and death as 
symbolized in the Resurrection has stamped Christianity 
indelibly as the religion of hope. 


NO MATTER HOW ugly or bad or evil things might look 
there is always the possibility of hoping that things might 
improve, there is always the reassurance of the overpowering 
might of the Lord who conquered darkness and death. 


For it is endemic to the Christian to believe that hope is 
only possible when things seem absolutely hopeless. Hope 
cannot hold hands with smugness and triumphalism—for 
such believe that things are right and in no need of 
improvement. 


Not so with the down-and-outer who hangs on to the thread 
that perhaps tomorrow things may be better. Someone or 
something will pull the trick off. And should it so happen that 
his case seems hopeless and his life encompassed with 
persecution and misunderstandings and sickness and death 
and decay from which there seems to be no apparent rest or 
respite, there is always the hope that ultimately,.at death, the 
triumph of the Resurrection will take over. —

New study of ministries 


‘HOUSTON, Tex. (NC)—The annual meeting of the 


National Federation of Priests’ Councils (NFPC) held here 
_recently was ‘one of the most exciting ever’’, according to 
. Father William Mooney of San Diego. 


-A-veteran of six national meetings and a NFPC board 
member, Father Mooney said the focus of the meeting this 
year was the ministry of the priesthood. ‘Discussions tended 
to be of the ‘in-house’ type,’™he said, ‘‘but they will become 
important for the whole Church,”’ he said. 


‘DELEGATES TO the convention, including Father Robert 
Miller of San Bernardino and Father Thomas Meagher of 
Sunnymead, returned home with a working paper on the 
priestly ministry which will serve as _‘‘a starting point for 
‘dialogue between priests and all who minister in the 
Church,’’ Father Mooney said. 


Reflecting the theme of the meeting—‘‘Priests USA: 
‘Serving in a Ministerial Church’’—the paper will also give the 
federation and member councils direction as they prepare for 

the 1977 meeting which will deal with other ministries in the 
“Church, 


Part one calls ministry an activity of the whole Church. 


. “The ministry, which realizes the mission of Jesus to the 


world, is the activity of the Church as it is carried out by all 
members, at every level and under the inspiration of the 
‘Spirit. God through the Church calls individuals to serve, ina 
common mission, according to their talents. This mission, 
that of Jesus Christ himself, offers a hope of achieving unity 
amidst diversity.

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@ Burial cloth of Christ? 


Commission calls Holy Shroud stud 


TURIN, Italy (NC)—A special commission 
set up to rule on the authenticity of the burial 
shroud that is said to have wrapped Christ’s 
body has reported inconclusive findings. 


The panel of experts presented a 120-page 
booklet detailing its seven-year investigation 
at a press conference here March 27. 


THE SCIENTISTS said they were able 


neither to date the Holy Shroud of Turin with 


any certainty nor to prove the presence of 
dried blood on the linen. 


The vice president of the commission, 
American-born Msgr. Jose Cottino, said 
more research needed to be done. ‘‘The 
shroud is an extremely interesting but still 
mysterious object which should undergo 
further study and research on the part of 


. scientists,’’ he said. 


‘> 


Turin’s Holy Shroud is a long, narrow 
piece of yellowed linen measuring some 14 
feet by four feet and bearing what appears to 
be the negative image of the back and front 
of a man. 


THE FACE IS long, sensitive and Semitic, 
and the head and body bear marks in the 
places where scripture and tradition say 
Christ was wounded. 


Believers claim that the blurred ‘‘photo- 
graphic negative’ effect of the shroud, a 


phenomenon discovered in 1898 by a Turin 


photographer called in to take pictures of the 


‘cloth, was made by the chemical reaction 


ey 


that was set off by a decomposing body 
acting on the incense and spices used to 
perfume the shroud. 


The cloth is in a sealed silver casket in the 
Guarini Chapel of the Turin cathedral, where 
it has been kept since 1578. Turin 
archdiocesan authorities allowed the shroud 
to be viewed on a television program 
two-and-a-half years ago. 


ALTHOUGH THE Church does not 
officially recognize the Holy Shroud as a 
sacred relic, Pope Paul VI at that time called 
on’ ‘‘all people, believers and nonbelievers 
alike, to know the fascination of this face—so 
true, so profound, so human, so divine.” 


Earlier this month Prof. Max Frei, a Swiss 
criminologist, claimed to have proved that 
the strip of linen came from the Holy Land 
about 2,000 years ago and traveled to Italy 
via Constantinople and France that is the 


@. traditional itinerary claimed for the shroud. 


Prof. Frei based his conclusions on

Cottino reacted cautiously, and in fact the 
Turin panel’s findings do not bear out this 
claim, 

_ TESTS BY THE commission with radio- 
active isotopes failed to establish the 
shroud’s exact age. 


Physicist Cesare Codegone, a member of 
the commission, said dating the linen was 
extremely difficult because of its ‘‘long and 
troubled history’’ and ‘‘vicissitudes which 
could have altered its composition: exposure 
to fire and- water, proximity to lighted 
candles in premises occupied by. crowds of 
the faithful and therefore steeped in carbolic 
anidride, contact with the sick hoping to 
regain their health—all circumstances which 
give rise to doubts as to the outcome of tests 
intended to calculate its age with any 
certainty.”’ 


Carbon 14 dating—a widely used scientific 
method of determining the age of fossils and 
some artifacts—was rejected by the panel of 
experts, both because the test would have 
destroyed a large piece of the cloth and 
because the margin for error is too wide. 


THE COMMISSION also reported that it 
failed to identify marks on the linen as blood, 
although it added that the findings did not 
‘absolutely rule out’’ the possibility that the 
matter under study has been blood. 


Anatomists Guido Filogamo and Alberto 
Zina stated that ‘‘microscopic study did not 
reveal cells which could be identified as red 
corpuscles. We saw some amorphous. 
material lacking any differentiating char- 
acteristics, some spores, and bacterial 
matter, and some roundish bodies probably 
of an organic nature,’’ they said. 


“The possibility of these formations being 
red corpuscles cannot be ruled out 
absolutely, but their characteristics, dimen- 
sions and appearance lead us to believe this 
unlikely,’’ the anatomists said. 


ALL IN ALL, the findings neither 
validated the shroud’s authenticity nor 
dismissed it out-of hand. Even so, they 
seemed to make official Church recognition 
of the Holy Shroud of Turin as a legitimate 
object of veneration less likely than ever. 
The Vatican, in fact, was quite noncommittal 
on the suject. ; 


“The commission is a private matter 
handled by the Archdiocese of Turin,’’ said 
deputy Vatican press spokesman Father 
Mounged El-Hachem. ‘‘The Vatican deal- 
only with official matters.”’

Consideration for Moslems, Jews’ 


Vatican change on Jerusalem status _ 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—A change in Vatican policy on 
Jerusalem has been strongly suggested in documents 
prepared for the historic meeting April 8 between Pope Paul 
VI and President Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 


In his official address, which the Vatican made public after 
the audience, Pope Paul said, ‘‘The question of Jerusalem 
and of the holy places must be resolved with due regard for 
the millions of followers of the three great monotheistic 
religions, for whom these represent such exalted values.”’ 


BUT VATICAN SOURCES said that, in special briefs 
prepared for the Pope, the Vatican’s Secretariat of State, 
which had previously advocated only a special status, 
internationally guaranteed, for the holy places and for the city 
of Jerusalem, was now pushing additionally for guaranteed 
maintenance of the existing mixture of religious communities 
in the city. 

_ These include Moslem and Jewish groups, plus the various 
Christian communities—Protestant, Orthodox, and Eastern- 
rite and Latin-rite Catholics. 


An official of B’nai B’rith told NC News that the subtle 
change in phraseology was the only clue given to the apparent 
change in Vatican policy. : 

THE HOLY SEE’S modified stand also envisaged the 
transfer of the Israeli government from Jerusalem to Tel 
Aviv, which would once again become the capital of Israel, 
but Vatican sources said that the Vatican realized this last 
clause was unrealistic. 


The Egyptian president, who was received with his wife 
Jehan and several ministers and top officials at the end of a 
state visit to Italy, told the pontiff that the world was 
“assisting during these days at a sad chapter of the drama 
that the people of Palestine are living through.’’ 


Pope Paul, who spoke first, said that ‘ta peaceful and just 
solution to the Arab-Israeli crisis... must include an equitable 
solution also to the problem of the Palestinian people, for 
whose dignity and rights we have repeatedly expressed 
humanitarian and friendly interest.’’

Explosion startles Pope Paul 


VATICAN CITY—A sound like a gun shot 
startled Pope Paul and 6,000 people at a 
general audience in the Nervi Audience Hall 
last week. The Pope stopped talking and 
absolute silence gripped the crowd as they 
looked about nervously only to discover that 
a flourescent light had exploded with the 
sound being amplified over the hall’s public 
address system. 


Hippocratic or hypocritic oath? 


CLEVELAND—Noting that the Hippocra- 
tic Oath has not been required of graduating 
medical students in the U.S. in the last 
decade, and several medical schools are 
seeking to reinstate the oath, a Protestant 
physician lashed out at the medical 
profession. In light of the Supreme Court 
abortion ruling, ‘‘the oath would be 
hypocritical rather than Hippocratic,’’ said 
Dr. Carolyn Gerster of Scottsdale, Ariz. 


‘Godless schools breed crime’ 


GUADALAJARA, Mexico—Deploring the 
rising tide of terrorism and kidnapings in 
Mexico, Bishop Adolfo Hernandez, auxiliary 
of Guadalajara, blamed social inequities and 
a school system ‘‘that has left God out’’. He 
said: ‘‘Men without God or moral code kill 
for passion and hate. The lack of Christian 
principles is responsible for the outbreak of 
violence and crimes in Mexico.”’ 


‘Free access’ challenge loses 


SACRAMENTO—Two California growers 
here have learned that their challenge to the 
free access rules of the state’s Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board has been turned down 
by U.S. Supreme Court Justice William 
Rehnquist. California growers have strongly 
contested the free access rules on the 
grounds that they infringe on private 
property rights. - 


Portugal bps. pledge support 


LISBON, Portugal—Cardinal Antonio Ri- 
beiro said the Church in this country is ready 
to support reconstruction efforts after the 
1974 revolution and will side with the poor 
while teaching the gospel to all. ‘‘The 
Church is decidedly on the side of those who 
truly work for the reconstruction of Portugal 
as a new nation. Those who aid the 
oppressed can count on the loyal cooperation 
of Catholics,’’ he said. 


McCormack campaign gains 


NEW YORK—Pro-life presidential can- 
didate Ellen McCormack picked up one 
delegate in the Wisconsin primary, giving 
her a total of two.. That is enough to insure a 
nominating and seconding speech at the 
Democratic national convention in July, 
according to Frances Watson, her campaign 
manager. In Wisconsin, Mrs. McCormack 
received about four per cent of the primary 
vote. Previously she won a delegate in the 
Massachusetts primary. 


Catholic groups back ERA 
WASHINGTON—A coalition of Catholic 
groups supporting the Equal Rights 
Amendment is -circulating a ‘“‘letter of 
conscience’ urging Catholics to support the 
ERA. ‘‘We urge all Catholics...to use their 
respect for women and the demands of their 
faith to act according to an informed 
conscience by denouncing falsehoods and

Al Sondej, a 
1974 graduate, stood outside the campus for 
two years waving a plastic container at 
passing students, inviting them to contribute 
for the poor and needy. 


Prelates oppose Marxists 


BOGATA, Colombia—Alarmed by a 
wave of student and labor strikes that the 
government attributes to the prodding by 
Marxists, the nation’s bishops asked 
Catholics not to vote for the communists in 
elections this week. But the bishops also 
chastized the traditional factions, liberals 
and conservatives, for ‘‘concentrating too 
much on the mechanics of politics to fhe 
point of ignoring the urgent problem, the 
electorate.”’ 


Married priests suspended 


TORONTO, Canada—The ‘Vatican has 
suspended three Ukranian-rite married 
priests and has asked the Ukrainian-rite 
bishops here who authorized their ordination 
to justify their action. Vatican officials said 
the ordination of the three men violated the 
Church’s often-restated law on ministry of 
married clergy in Western countries. 


Pro-life leader hits pollsters 


MONTCLAIR, N.J.—John Noonan, au- 
thor of a states rights amendment for the 
protection of human life, blasted pollsters 
who ‘‘ask misleading questions, leading 
questions and questions which misinterpret 
the Supreme Court decision’ permitting 
abortion. He maintained that in polls 
questions avoid the phrase ‘‘abortion on 
demand’’ which most people oppose. 


French govt. aids Moslems 


PARIS—The French government, -has 
announced measures to aid practice of Islam 
in France. In coming months the nation’s 
estimated 2.2 million Mosléms will be given 
time for religious broadcasts, many more 
cemeteries and arrangements in favor of 
their religion where they work, as well as in 
prisons and hospitals. Islam is the second 
largest religion in France which is 85 per 
cent Catholic.

gm. the Catholic Church has suffered from 

arious forms of nativistic animosity, in one 
form or another, in almost every decade 
since 1829. One of the most ferocious 
onslaughts was that of. the American 
Protective Association (APA), whose ori- 
gins, according to its founder, Henry F. 
Bowers, were due to the appointment of 
Archbishop: Francis Satolli as ~Apostolic 
Delegate to the U.S. in 1893. 


It can hardly be denied that the usually 
diplomatic Holy See had stumbled at this 
juncture. Perhaps the public demonstrations 
against Archbishop Gaetano Bedini’s visit in 
1853 were overlooked by Pope Leo XIII in his 

sire to open a permanent delegation in the 


ARCHBISHOP Satolli arrived in the 
country ostensibly to represent the” Holy 
Father at Chicago’s World Fair. He 
remained, much to the dismay of the 
hierarchy, as the first Apostolic Delegate. 
Almost at once the APA _ pointed ‘to 
Archbishop Satolli’s presence as a sign of 
papal encroachment on American political 
liberties. 


A forged encyclical letter supposedly 
written by Pope Leo XIII on April 8, 1893, 
soon. spread through the country. The 
spurious letter called for a general massacre 

e all Protestants on the feast of St. Ignatius 
oyola, July 31, 1893. 


The Church’s foes were not only in the 
U.S., but abroad as well. Traditionally, 
*‘Americanism’’ has been linked with Pope 
Leo XIII’s letter to Cardinal James Gibbons 
in 1899, but its history before that stretches

back a whole decade. Archbishop John 
Ireland’s fiery sermon at the conclusion of 
the Catholic Lay Congress in 1889, for 
example, was poorly received in Europe. 


Father Isaac Hecker 


There were others who felt that 
Archbishop Ireland’s attitude in favor of 
more ‘‘participation’’ by the laity was 
detrimental to the machinery of the Church. 
This is nowhere more obvious than in the 
case of that great champion of American 
Catholicism, Father Isaac Thomas Hecker. 


BORN IN New York in 1819, Father 
Hecker became a Catholic at the age of 25 


_ and entered the Redemptorists in 1845. His 


attention was attracted to the immigration 
problem and, after his ordination in 1850, he 
gradually took up the apostolate of 
spreading the Faith to American non-Catho- 
lics. 

With his four companions, Father Hecker 
devoted all his available time to this work 
until a misunderstanding arose between him 
and his local superiors. He went to Rome 
and presented his views to the superior 
general, but he was told that his journey 
there had been unwarranted and -he was 
dismissed from the order. Pope Pius IX 
authorized Father Hecker and his followers 
to begin a new congregation, later known as 
the Paulist Fathers. 


There was unquestionably alive at this 
time a determination on the part of the 
progressive American Catholics to blot out 
the ‘‘foreign image’’ sometimes attached to 
the Church in the nation. It was the purpose 
of Father Hecker’s new congregation to 
restrict its activities exclusively to the 
national scene. 


THREE YEARS after Father Hecker’s 


death in 1888, his friend and disciple, Father 
Walter Elliott, published his Life of Father 
Hecker, a volume which was well received 
by both Catholics and those outside the 
Church. 


In his introduction to the book, Archbish- 
op Ireland described the narrative as the 
“‘life of a saintly and devoted man who has 
spent himself in the work of preaching to 
Americans what the Church really was, and 
of persuading them that she assailed neither 
their personal independence nor their 
national institutions, while calling upon time 
to recognize her divine authority.’’ 


The book was translated into French by 
Louis de Guerines and published at Paris. 
Unfortunately the French translation was 
hasty. As “a result, a controversy was 
touched off which can hardly claim more 
than hazy reasons for existence.

been brought on by an_ unfortunate 
misappreciation of Father Hecker’s life by 
two French clerics, Abbe George Peries and 
Abbe Charles Maignen, who published a 
series of articles, during the spring of 1898, 
in La Verite Francaise implying that 
American Catholics were advocating a false 
liberalism, absolute separation of Church 
and State, limitation of submission to 
authority, criticism of religious orders and 
exaltation of active and natural virtues over 
the passive and supernatural. 


These articles were later collected into 
book form and published under the title, 
Etudes sur I’ Americanisme: Le Pere Hecker, 
est-il un Saint? Those who resented the 
progress of the Church in America saw in the 
preface by Abbe Felix Klein, professor at 
Institut Catholique of Paris, and introduction 
by Archbishop Ireland, nothing else than an 
amplification of the latter’s sentiments 
expressed at the Lay Congress at Baltimore 
in 1889.
